8tep-8avers on the Farm 
In the O ctober W oman’s Home Com­ 
panion appears an 
article 
entitled 
"Step Savers on the Farm ,” in which 
a farm er's wife reports a num ber of 
practical plans th at she has carried 
out. 
An extract follows: 
“To save steps in every way became 
my hobby. 
I was perfectly wilting to 
work, but unwilling to overw ork by 
taking hundreds of unnecessary steps; 
so the first thing we did by way of 
step-saving was to pipe the w ater from 
the spring into the kitchen. 
We put 
a w ater-tight wooden box, lined with 
galvanized iron, behind the kitchen 
door. T h e ' w ater dripped in and at a 
certain level it dripped out through 
a little flexible pipe 
th at 
traveled 
along the kitchen wainscot out into 
the side porch, and carried the w ater 
into a tub inside the garden gate. 
"I had to walt some tim e for the 
next step-saving, im provem ent, which 
consisted of a tilo-drain for carrying 
off the w aste w ater used in the kitch­ 
en. 
No woman should have to carry 
buckets of w ater anywhere. 
A -hop­ 
per was constructed in the kitchen, 
with a trap connection to a tlle-drain 
that em ptied into a hole in the ground j 
fifty feet from the house. 
“The bill for this step-saver read: 
50 ft. of 4-inch vitrified tlle.|3.50 
Hopper ........................................ 2.00 
Pipe aud trap connections . . . 1.00 


Total ................... r.............. $6.50 
“So much traveling up and down the 
cellar steps is tiresom e, so our third 
step-saver conslstea of a good-sized 
wooden box, lined with tin, with 
a 
hinged cover. There was a hole in the 
bottom of it through which the w ater 
drained. 
The ^helves were perforat­ 
ed to allow a good circulation of ail*. 
'rills was set into a larger pine box, 
also with a hole in the bottom through 
which a small bit of lead pipe drained 
the water. 
The space between the 
sides of the boxes we keep filled with 
sawdust. 
This ice-box stands on a 
shady porch by the kitohen, and saves 
hundreds of steps every day. ’

In hiB warfare against rodent pests, 
in orchard, garden and field, the birds 
of prey are of special value to the far­ 
mer, in the fact that they labor both 
day and night.

hence the shedding of blood represents 
death: aud death may be spoken of as 
the shedding of blood, regardless of 
w hether or not a single drop of blood 
be spilled literally. Thus the presenta­ 
tion of the blood of the sacrifices of old 
represented tile offering to God of their 
lives as. typically, an offset to the for­ 
feited life of Adam and his children, 
who lost life through his disobedience. 
Israel's Atonement Sacrifices. 
Ruch year, at approximately tills* sea­ 
son. the Jew s celebrate their Atone­ 
ment Day. by which their sins are 
thought to be covered afresh for the 
year begun. The underlying thought is 
a rem inder that they are sinners, and 
th at without the shedding of blood, 
without a sacrificial death, there eau be 
! no Divine forgiveness of sins. 
For more than sixteen centuries Is­ 
rael observed these typical Atonement 
Day services, up to the time that Jesus 
rume. Since then the Jew s can have no 
Atonement Day. really, became their 
priestly line is lost, and they have no 
Holy and Most Holy in which to make 
the 
Atonement, 
and 
no 
Shelbina!) 
J Mercy-Sent on which 
the blood of 
Atonement may be placed, and from 
which Divine blessing and forgiveness 
should proceed. 
In their typical procedure the Day of 
Atonement included all the Atonement 
work of the priest on the tenth day of 
the seventh month. His Atonement sac­ 
rifice consisted of two parts—-first, a 
bullock, which he slew, and afterw ard 
a goat, which he treated in like m an­ 
ner. Ile took the blood of the bullock 
Into the Most Floly and applied It. not 
on behalf of Israel, but simply on lie- 
half of the priestly tribe of Levi. 
A fter accomplishing this he came 
out and slew the secondary part of 
his offering, the Lord's goat. which 
typified those consecrated to be bis 
under-priest bood. 
A fter treating the 
goat precisely ns the bullock bad been 
treated. Its blood was taken Into the 
Most Holy and there was sprinkled fin 
the Merry Sent, not on behalf of tho 
tribe of Levi. but on behalf of all the 
other trib es-o n behalf of “all the peo­ 
ple.” representative of all hum anity— 
thus allowing th at eventually they will 
be brought into harmony with (iud. 
“Th# Batter Sacrifice*"—Antitypical. 
Iii tho type the bullock represented 
Jesus, consecrated to death, and dy­ 
ing and dead; and the high priest rep­ 
resented The Christ, spirit-begotten. 
Jesus, u.^ tho appointed antitypical 
Driest after tho order of Melchisedee, 
offered lip Himself—Ills human body— 
when He reached manhood's e s ta te - 
thirty years.
